Food  substitutes 
should  be  labeled 


An  excerpt  from  a  letter  to  the  editor  on  last  Friday’s  editorial  page: 

BYU  Food  Services  sells  us  chicken,  ham,  pastrami  and  salami  that 
bear  only  superficial  resemblance  to  the  hen,  hog  and  steer  products  one 
associates  with  those  meats.  Surprise!  They  are  turkey  meat  in  disguise. 
But  nobody  has  bothered  to  inform  the  consumer. 

Food  Services,  we  confirmed,  does  use  a  turkey  substitute  for  ham, 
bologna  and  franks  and  was  not  labeling  the  products  accordingly. 

At  issue  is  the  whole  concept  of  truth  in  labeling.  Does  a  consumer 
purchasing  a  specific  product  have  a  right  to  receive  what  the  product 
label  says  it  should  contain?  We  think  so. 

Wells  Cloward,  director  of  Food  Services,  claims  the  turkey  substitute 
is  of  high  nutritional  quality  and  is  in  many  cases  better  than  the  product 
it  replaces.  That  is  fine.  But  the  consumer  is  still  buying  a  ham 
sandwich,  not  a  turkey  substitute  sandwich. 

An  attitude  of  truth  in  labeling  can  benefit  the  business  as  well  as  the 
consumer.  We’re  sure  Food  Services’  motives  were  not  devious  and  that 
they  did  not  intend  to  hide  aiiything  from  consumers,  but  many  may  now 
ask  the  question:  Why  were  they  calling  a  product  something  they  ob¬ 
viously  knew  it  wasn’t? 

If  people  in  business  would  make  a  greater  effort  to  accurately  label 
their  products,  there  wouldn’t  be  so  much  government  intervention  and 
regulation  in  the  area,  something  businesses  would  certainly  welcome. 

Food  Services  has  expressed  the  intention  of  relabeling  turkey  sub¬ 
stitute  products.  We  encourage  them  to  accomplish  this  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble  and  to  promptly  and  accurately  label  any  new  substitute  products 
used  in  the  future.  □
